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Introduction

Beginning in the early 1980s, while as editor or the bi-monthly newsletter of the California Black Faculty and
Staff Association (CBFSA) I periodically updated a list of black chief executive officers at predominantly white
or predominantly non-black institutions where African Americans comprised less than 50 percent of enrolled
students. The list expanded considerably over the years as more were given the opportunity to prove
themselves as leaders outside their normally assigned realm as leaders of historically black colleges mainly
in the southern states.

Actually, the first president of African descent at an. historically non-black school was the fair-skinried Patrick
F. Healy at Georgetown University in 1873, though hardly anyone at the time knew of his racial pedigree.
Nearly a century passed before the next, more clearly identifiable African American was allowed to head a
predominantly white school. Of the 63 women and 126 men listed here at 234 schools most were hired
after 1990. Quite a few of these administrators have served at more than one institution

In listing college and university chief executive officers we have included presidents (Pres.), chancellors
(Chan.), executive deans (E.D.) and provosts (Prov.) who have served as heads of campusesor systems.
For purposes of control, persons who had occupied such positions for only an interim term were excluded.
The year they were appointed or began serving in their positions is indicated. Here, then, is a comprehensive
list that pertains in many ways to the history of higher education and race relations in America.
